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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Objections and Rejections 

1 . Amendment filed in tine paper of 9/10/2008 is entered. 

2. Objection to claim 1 3 is withdrawn in light of claim amendment filed in the paper 
of 9/10/2008. 

3. Rejection of claims 1-5, 7, 9 and 11-14 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph has 
been withdrawn in light of claim amendment filed in the paper of 9/10/2008. 

4. Rejection of claims 1-5, 7, 9, 11-13 and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) has been 
withdrawn in light of persuasive arguments filed in the paper of 9/10/2008 and 
examiner's amendment as set forth below:

In the claims: 

Claims 7 and 12 have been canceled. 

Claim 13 (amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the selection of the maize 
plant in step (d) comprises: producing calluses from immature F1 embryos obtained 
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from the F1 generation, visually selecting the calluses containing the ancillary selection 
marker, multiplying calluses and selecting sectors of excision of the ancillary selection 
marker coding sequence[, and regenerating F 1 maize plants from the selected sectors 
of excision]. 



Claim 14 (amended) The method as claimed in claim 13, wherein regenerating 
maize plants from the maize plant, or cell from the maize plant, selected in (d) 
comprises culturing selected calluses of immature embryos of F1 [ears] generation 
under conditions that allow regeneration of maize plants.
